He Breakfasted at Ogden and is Now at Salt 
Lake City—His Trip to 'Frisco and Panama 
—His Inexplicable Absence—Reticence of 
the Family—Why Did He do It? 


The mystery which has been hanging over the 
sudden disappearance of Judge Chester H. Krum 
and as to his whereabouts is now partially 
cleared up by the Post-DispatcHu. Yesterday 
morning atelegram was received by Mr. G. H. 
Thiel, the detective, from his St. Louis manager, 
Mr. C,. F. Newcomb, en route eastward from 5an 
Francisco on a Central Pacific train in cypher, 
which stated that Chester H. Krum was on the 
train. Mr. Thiel knew that his manager could 
not be mistaken as to Krum’s identity, because 
when Krum was United States district attorney, 
Mr. Newcomb was chief deputy to his father, ©. 
A. Newcomb, U.S. marshal for this district. 

On receipt of this information Mr. Thiel at once 
wrote the following letter to Mrs. Chester H. 
Krum and dispatched it by his office messenger 
to the lady: 

St. Lovurs, June 10, 1883. 
Mrs. Chester H. Krum; 

MADAM: Mr. Krum is on board Central Pacific 
train to-day on hls wayto Salt Lake, where he 
will arrive Monday morning. Should you or the 
friends who have been interesting themselves in 
his whereabouts, desire to say anything ofa 
confidential character to him iit can 
be done through ~Mr. Newcomb, to

whom I can send a telegram in 
cypher and he canimpartittohim. Will wait at 
my office till two p. m. for your decision; after 
that I can be found at 1821 La Salle street.

Mr. Thiel had been employed by «Mrs. Krum, 
through Mr. Wm. Patrick, the ex-District Attor- 
ney, but at Mrs. Krum’s direction the search. as 
faras Mr. Thiel was concerned. was dispensed 
with, Mrs. Krum stating that her means would 
not enable her to bear the expense of any further 
movement in the case. But through sympathy 
Mr. Thiel was moyed to send the above note, 
Newcomb being on other business when he dis- 
covered the missing lawyer. 

Imagine Mr. Thiel’s chagrin when the follow- 
ing chilly note was returned to him asa reply:

“Simply the purest of sympathy for a laay who 
I supposed would be greatly pleased to get the 
slightest bit of information as to the whereabouts 
of her husband, as her letter shown me by Mr. 
Patrick indicated.” 

“Whatdo you suppose caused the sudden change 
in the plan of the family!” 

“I can’t say, | amsure, but Ido know thatsucha 
stinging answer as I received from her was totally 
uncalled for, and anything but gratitude for what 
was intended only as a gratuitous favor; [ asked 
for no remuneration, and would not have accepted 
any. IL wouldn't take a cent now for what I have 
done.” 

‘Where do you think he has been all this time?”

Krum, but the detective refused to disgorge. The 
letters Were procured, however, and are verbatim 
copies of the documents. 

_ HIS DISAPPEARANCE. 

Judge Krum disappeared from St. Louls on the 
afteruoon of the 26th of April. He was then en- 
gaged in several linportant matters of litigation 
and his presence in the courts was at that time 
almost indispensable to his clients. His father, 
appeared to the calloft cases in which the firm 
was interested, and for several days announced in 
open court that his son’s absence was caused by 
illness in Chicago.

$150,000 of securities with Mr. Augustus Ford, 
an altorney of New York. The lady is in doubt as 
to the actual condition of the estate, and 
is awaiting an investigation.

MISSOURI TOBACOO. 
Cultivation of the 


A Big Saleem, tee 
eed Here. 
At thé Planters’ Warehouse of Edmunds & 
Mense, corner of Eleventh and Spruce streets, 
there was this morning a gathering of prominent 
Western tobaeco manufacturers, local and East- 
ern buyers and Missouri shippers, to attena the 
largest sale of fine grade Missouri white burleys 
ever held in this ¢ity. The nearest approach to 
the success of to-day was in 1873, when a few 
ambitious planters sent their tobacco here 
and realized sueh prices as to en- 
courage other Missouri planters to engage in 
the cultivation of the finer grades of tobacco. At 
the Centennial exposition of 1876 the finest hogs- 
head of tobacco exhibited was a lot of selected 
bright Missouri wrappers, for which an Eastern 
manufacturer, after spirited competition, paid 
ninety-six cents per pound. e purchaser 
said to a Missouri planter, “biessed with a soil 
and a climate that Kentucky envies, intended by 
nature to be a tobacco State, so faf as the center 
ef your Btate and all north of the Missouri 
River is concerned, why is it that you are 
satisfied to put your plants out 
and pay no more atiention to them than to so 
much cabbage?” 
en why should we?” retorted the Missou- 


“Don’t you know that, tobacco being a 
luxury, there is no limit to the price to be 
obtained for perfectea goods? Don’t you know 
that every tobacco plant In Kentucy is watched 
over, cultivated, wormed, and reared with the 
attention that would be given to a child?” 

“Yes, 1 Know that; and the Kentuckian, for all 
his pains and the employment of little niggers to 
‘worm,’ and all that, gets from tweuty to tweuty- 


ri 


six cents for his tobacco. We stick our 
tobacco plants out, and gather those 
that the worms don’t Kill. We can 
gather it, and handle it with a pitchfork, and 


then get from 13 to 15 cents forit. We don’t think 
that there is any money, when you come down to 
close Gyuring, in this attention.” 

“Just like Missouri. Lying. back on natural ad- 
vantages,” returnedthe disgusted mauufacturer. 

A Post-DiIspatcn reporter recalled this con- 
versation this morning while awaiting the “braek”’ 
at the Planters’ this morning, and repeated it to 
Mr. Edmunds, who said: “That was the case in 
i576, but Missouri planters have got over that 
lazy, semi-tropical idea, and we 
have invited the trade to come here, ard see what 
Missouri is now doing in the culture of fine to- 
bacco. There is no reason why Missouri should 
not be the first tobacco State in the Union. It 
will only become so when planters appreciate the 
fact that the better the tobaceo the better the 
price. Then they will quit sending “lugs” to the 
inarket, and Cincinnati and Louisville will not be 
the tobacco markets of the West, but St. Louis 
willbe. Weto-day put on the ‘braek’ 200 hogs- 
heads of white burley, all raised in Missouri.” 

A bellrang at this juncture, and an invitation 

the assembied party marched decorously to the 
recond pe of the warehouse, 
sample storing room, an elegant collation had 
been prepared. There were, perhaps, seventy 
gentiemen who joined the feast of chicken and 
ihe flow of bowl.

We make all our vinegar by the low wine (. eé. 

whisky) process. Now,if Congress were to re- 

peal existing laws nearly $50,000 worth of that 
machinery would be rendered utterly valueless.” 

“Do all of the vinegar factories iu St. Louis use 
the low-wine process?” .

How the Survivors are Getting Along 
in the World.

Of the Confederate generals many have 
died and a few have But those 
of higher rank who survive are getting on 
fairly well. Of the five field generals of the 
Confederate army, J. E. Johnston and Beau- 
regard survive. Gen. Johnston is the gen- 
eral agent of a prominent New York insur- 
ance company, and Gen. Beau rd is the 
Adjutant-General of the State of Louisiana 
(where he has created the finest body of 
militia for its numbers in America).

Smith is the ranking major general living, 
and was State Commissioner of Insurance in 
Kentucky. W. T. Martin lives at Natchez 
and is a railroad president. ©, W. Field and 
L. L. Lomax are in Florida, and both are in 
the employ of the United States Corps of 
Engineers. Marmaduke Johnson is in St. 
Louis, and is weaithy. William Preston 
jives in Kentucky, and has a fortune he in- 
herited. Humes lives in Memphis, Tenn.

Three-For-a-Quarter Cyclones, 
From the Hartford Post. 


A well-known gentleman of this city tells 
ofa miniature cyclone which he saw in 
operation a few days ago. He was driving 
along Ford street, and when near Asylum 
street felt a sudden puff of wind, and look- 
ing to the west saw on the water the track 
of a narrow Violent wind which almost im- 
mediately lifted acolumn of water ten or 
twelve feet high and which seemed to be 
about four feet in diameter, and must have 
been produced by a violent rotary movement 
inthe air. This column moved across the 
river, and the gust which preceded it was _ so 
violent as to lift and move the carriage. The 
occupant drove on at once to get out of the 
course of the disturbance, aud the whirl- 
wind was broken by buildings on the east 
side of the street without having done any 
barm. Many persons have noticed of late 
the frequency and force of the little whirl- 
winds that are so often seen catching up 
dust and dead leaves. They leave usually 
very little trace, Sut for some days past 
they have been more apt to mark a perfectly 
clean course a few inches wide. This has been 
noticed repeatedly in the Prospect Hill 
region and out Farmington avenue, and, of 
course, points to unusual force and well-de- 
fined limit of action as characteristic 
of the disturbances which seem to be 
in every essential particular mere undevelop-

‘T shiall never forget,” a Washington let- 
ter reports Mr. Hayden, late Chief Engi- 
neer of the Senate, as saying, ‘‘the last 
time that Mr. Sumner was in the Senate. 1 
was sitting in usual place when 1 saw 
Mr. Sumner rise,“ake his hat and cane both 
in his right hand, as he was accustomed to 
do, and start to leave the chamber. As he 
rose from his seat he put his left hand 
quickly to his left breast, as if in pain, and 
seemed to press it hard. ‘Then he stood, I 
should say, fora full minute, casting his 
eyes around the entire range of the galleries 
twice, as if looking for a familiar face. He 
then, standing there, deliberately surveyed

Decisions from Judge Thayer's Bench—

Judge Thayer to-day rendered several decisions 
in cases taken under advisement. In the damage 
case of the widow Keim against the Union Rail- 
way and Transit Company, the motion for new 
trial is overruled. The court held that 
the facta proven by the plaintiff 
were of such a character that the 


ury were authorized to infer that the deatecof 
he plaintiff's husband was occasioned by the 
company’s negligence.

FUTURE DELIVERIES. 

The pickle case of the Globe Pickle Company 
against Deming was decided in favor of the de- 
fendant,. In September, 1882, the plaintiffs con- 
tracted to deliver in November, and the defend- 
ant contracted to take five hundred barrels of 
pickles, to be paid for sixty days after deliv- 
ery. The pickles were ready 
but the defendant did not call for them or indicate 
a place of delivery. The plaintiff made no tender 
prior to November 1, but on December 12, made 
a tender by leticr, Which was declined, and the 
action was for damages for breach of the defend- 
ant’s Sgtties to take the goods, The Supreme 
Court of this State has adoptea the Massachu- 
setts and Pennsylvania doctrincs, and holds that 
in a case of sale forfor future delivery, no place 
being appointed the seller must seek out the 
buyer athis place of business and there tender 
the article at the appointed time. and _ if 
the article is cumbersome he must 
seck the buyer a reasonable time before 
the day of delivery and request the buyer to ap- 
point a place of delivery. If the seiler fails in the 
performance of this duty he is himself in default 
and can maintain no aetion.

SHOT IN THE FACE, 


William Hf. Fitch Fatally Wounds Joseph 
Sharkey Through Jealousy. 

Willlam H. Fitch, otherwise Known as James 
Smith, who shot and probably fatally wounded 
Joseph Sharkey last Saturday night, at 152 
Broadway, yesterday = surrendered himself 


at the Four Courts. lie made a _ state- 
ment of the shooting very different 
from that made by his wife. He stated that be 
married his wife in Warden, IN, tn 1876, and lived 
with her without ever having his suspicions 
uroused until last week. He had rented a small 
cigar store tn the front part of a sale stable 
at the abovernumber, and placed his wife 
in charge while he went to Highland, U., 
to take charge of a cigai stand during the 
Sharpshooters’ tournament. On returning he 
was surprised at the cool reception she gave him 
and ber subsequent uncasiness while writing a 
note which she toreup, He picked the pieces up 
and walked to Washington Park, and while there 
pasted them together and discovered that it wag 
uh assignation with i man whose 
name included the letters, “Joseph Sha—,” 
Which were written on one fragment. Fitch says 
le sent fora detective, but when Officer Desmona 
arrived he weakened and said that ®ome men had 
been seen acting suspiciously bear the store. He 
then called on two friends, by the advice of a pri- 
vate detective, and confided in them. On last 
Thursday she asked him to_ bring a 
from the house and put it in the little room back 
of the store. He argued against it, but she in- 
fisted that she did not like to go home late at 
nicht when he was out of the city, and’sbhe could 
bring the children up there. He brought the bed 
to the litle room, and, while putting it up 
he cut a hole in the wail an 
covered it with a moveable block anda placard. 
On Thursday night he kept watch there with his 
friends, but nothing happened that pight. On 
Saturday he said he was going to Peoria, I1l., on 
the steamer Calhoun, and while inthe store Jos. 
Bharkey, who was employed in the stable office, 
came in. Fitch knew that Sharkey did 
not use tobacco, and this caused greater stuspi- 
cions. His wife was anxious to have him leave dor 
the boat, and placing bis revolver in his pocket he 
started down towards the river, but missed the 
boat, and after dark returned with a friend, 
and, enterin the stabie from the alley. 
they made their way through the mules and 
reached the porthole, A few minutes later a man 
entered, and reaching the door, coughed, and 
Mrs. Fiteh came out at once. Fitch says he tn- 
tended to denounce Sharkey, and approached him. 
when he was struck. e return- 
ed the blow, and then Sharkey 
arew arevolver and fired at him. He remembered 
having bis own revolver ana, drawing it, fired at 
his assailant and ran away. At Sixth and Carr 
streets he met bis triend, and on his advice did 
bet surrender bimself{ as he had 


intended. This is the stor told b 
Fitch who says his friend, whose name he 
Will not mention, will testify to the same state of 
facts. All day yesterday Sharkey was in a coma- 
tose state, and but little hopes of his recovery 
were entertained. The pail, which entered his 
bead near the base of the nose and completely 
forcing the eye out, passed into the brain. Mrs.

A TRADE DISPLAY. 


The Frojected Procession of the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Display Association.

De- 
tails have not,of course, been considered yet, but it 
is confidently expected thatthe procession will be 
the grandest affair of the Kind ever given in the 
West.
